Press  reports  said  he 
persuaded  Egypt  and  Syria  to  attend  an  Arab 
summit  conference  in  Algiers! 

The  Libyan  leader,  Col.  Moammar  Khadafy, 
was  in  Damascus  after  similar  visits  to  Cairo  and 
Baghdad.  He  reportedly  was  trying  to 
consolidate  an  anticease-fire  bloc  for  the  Arab 
summit. 

Iraq,  Libya  and  Kuwait  rejected  the  U.N. 
Security  Council  cease-fire  that  was  accepted  by 
Israel,  Egypt  and  Syria. 

But  Egypt  and  Syria  suffered  territorial  losses 
in  cease-fire  violations  between  the  first  appeal 
Oct.  22  and  second  truce  Oct.  24.  Both  have 
threatened  to  resume  war  unless  Israel  quickly 
pulls  back  to  the  Oct.  22  lines. 

Israel’s  diplomatic  effort  has  concentrated  on 
possible  prisoner  exchanges  in  exchange  for  an 
Israeli  pullback  and  on  an  Egyptian  withdrawal 
from  the  Sinai  Desert,  occupied  by  Israel  in 
1967  but  partially  retaken  by  Egyptians  in  the 
October  war. 


Ford  ends 
testimony 
for  solons 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Vice 
President-designate  Gerald  R. 
Ford  completed  his  testimony 
before  the  Senate  Rules 
Committee  Monday  with  no 
sign  of  any  hitch  developing 
on  his  confirmation  as  Spiro  T. 
Agnew’s  successor. 

Ford  won  praise  from  the 
senators  for  his  answers  in  two 
days  of  questioning  on  a  broad 
range  of  subjects,  many  of 
them  dealing  with  how  he 
would  act  if  he  became 
President. 

“You  have  a  reputation  for 
openness  and  honesty  in 
reply,”  Sen.  Claiborne  Pell, 
D-R.I.,  told  the  House 
Republican  leader,  “and  it 
appears  these  hearings  justify 
it.” 

The  hearings  are  the  first 
ever  held  in  Congress  on  a  vice 
presidential  nominee.  The 
procedure  for  filling  a  vacancy 
in  the  vice  presidency  is 
spelled  out  in  the  25th 
amendment. 

Sen.  Howard  W.  Cannon, 
D-Nev.,  chairman  of  the  Rules 
Committee,  plans  to  hear 
other  witnesses,  and  the  House 
Judiciary  Committee  also  will 
hold  hearings  before  the  House 
and  Senate  vote  on 
confirmation.

Dr.  Weldon  J.  Taylor,  dean 
of  the  B  YU  College  of 
Business  since  1957,  will  retire 
during  the  current  school  year. 
Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks 
announced  Friday  night  at  a 
dinner  meeting  of  the  National 
Advisory  Council  of  the  BYU 
College  of  Business. 

Taylor  will  retire  “during 
the  current  academic  year, 
when  his  successor  has  been 
selected  and  takes  office,” 
Pres.  Oaks  said. 

Extensive  advancement  in 
the  BYU  College  of  Business 
has  marked  Taylor’s 
administration.  He  was 
instrumental  in  the  growth  of 
the  college,  in  the  construction 
of  the  Jesse  Knight  Building 
which  houses  the  college,  and 
the  development  of  the  master 
of  business  administration 
program. 

Taylor  helped  in  the 
direction  of  the  annual 
Management  Conference  and 
Utah  Economics  Workshop, 
and  also  in  the  establishment 
of  the  National  Advisory 
Council  to  the  College  of 
Business. 

Dr.  Taylor  received  a  B.S. 
degree  from  BYU  in  1934,  an 
MBA  from  Harvard  University 
in  1937  and  a  Ph.D  from  New 
York  University  in  1955.

Certificate  of  Achievement.  He 
has  been  honored  by  the  New

popular  speaker  and  panelist  at 
major  business  conferences.  He 
is  co-author  of  a  text  on 
marketing  used  by 
approximately  150  universities 
and  colleges. 


Utah,  Idaho  sign 

teacher  agreement

A  contract  providing  for 
reciprocal  recognition  of 
teaching  certification  programs 
between  Utah  and  Idaho  was 
signed  Monday. 

Walter  D.  Talbot,  Utah  state 
superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  announced  the 
signing  of  the  contract 
Monday  and  pointed  out  that 
Idaho  is  the  26th  state  with 
which  Utah  has  entered  into 
such  an  agreement.  He  said 
negotiations  are  still  pending 
with  four  other  states  which 
are  expected  to  sign  similar 
contracts. 

Dr.  Curtis  N.  Van  Alfen, 
dean  of  BYU’s  College  of 
Education,  said  he  was  pleased 
by  the  contract  and  said  that  it 
would  greatly  benefit  students 
from  Idaho  who  obtain  their 
teaching  certificates  at  BYU. 

He  said  that  in  the  past, 
BYU  students  who  planned  to 
teach  in  Idaho  had  to  alter 


their  curriculum  to  satisfy  the 
different  certification 
requirements. 

Under  the  new  contract, 
teachers  approved  by  the  state 
boards  of  education  in  Utah  or 
Idaho  may  qualify  for  a 
regular  teaching  credential  in 
either  of  the  two  states,  Talbot 
said.  He  also  noted  that 
teachers  who  have  completed 
at  least  three  years  of 
successful  experience  in  either 
of  the  states  under  a  regular 
state  certificate  within  the  past 
seven  years  may  qualify  for 
certification  in  the  other  state. 

According  to  Dr.  Van  Alfen, 
BYU’s  certification  program 
complies  with  the  26  other 
states  who  have  signed  the 
reciprocity  contract.  He  also 
mentioned  that  BYU  graduates 
receive  “dual  reciprocity” 
because  the  school  is  a 
member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Colleges 
Teaching  Education  (AACTE) 
which  grants  reciprocity  to  all 
member  schools.

Computerized  registration 
forms  for  Winter  ’74  semester 
are  now  available  from  the 
College  Advisement  Centers 
(CAC),  according  to  Erlend  D. 
Peterson,  assistant  dean  of 
Admissions  and  Records. 

Registration  forms  (see 
illustration)  are  to  be 
completed  and  returned  to  the 
CAC  before  Nov.  21.  Forms 
turned  in  after  the  Nov.  21 
deadline  will  not  be  processed, 
and  the  student  will  not  have 
the  advantage  of  having  the 
computer  “pre-select”  his  or 
her  classes. 

Peterson  explained  the 
computerized  process  used  for 
spring  and  summer  terms, 
which  involved  approximately 
7,500  students,  will  be 
expanded  to  the  entire  student 
body  for  the  winter  ’74 
semester. 

Kay  Harward,  assistant 
registrar  in  charge  of 
registration,  explained  the 
procedure  students  should 
follow  in  completing  the  new 
registration  form. 

“Students  should  be 
cautious  in  completing  the 
form”  said  Harward, 
“especially  in  printing  the 
numbers  exactly  as  they 
appear  at  the  top  of  the 
form.”  A  number  2  pencil  will 
have  best  results,  he  noted. 

Use  the  blue  “8”  in  each 
box  as  a  guide  in  forming 
numbers,  making  them  large, 
but  completely  within  the  blue 
borders.  Erase  completely, 
where  necessary.  Smudges  will 
result  in  errors,  said  Harward. 

The  student’s  name  should 
be  printed  in  both  places 
marked  “A,”  continued 
Harward,  and  his  Social 
Security  number  in  both 
places  marked  “B.” 

In  the  area  marked  “C,” 
students  should  print  the  total 
number  of  credit  hours  they 
wish  to  take.  Hours  cannot 
exceed  18.  Additional  hours 
may  be  acquired  through  the 
regular  add-drop  process  after 
registration,  with  the  approval 
of  the  college  dean,  Harward 
advised. 

In  the  Reserve  Time  Matrix, 
the  registrant  should  indicate 
those  hours  of  the  week  when 
he  cannot  have  classes 
scheduled  (due  to  work,  etc.), 
said  Harward.  “Every  hour 
you  reserve  greatly  reduces 
your  chanees  of  getting  a 
complete  schedule,”  continued 
Harward,  so  this  convenience 
should  be  used  only  if 
absolutely  necessary. 

“In  the  Ideal  Schedule  area, 
fill  in  all  information 
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Students  will  fill  in  personal  data,  then  class  choices  on  computer  registration  card. 


requested.  List  your  classes  in 
order  of  importance  to  your 
schedule  for  the  semester,” 
said  Harward.  The  section 
search  may  be  marked  if 
students  wish  to  have  the 
computer  schedule  any  other 
section  of  the  same  class  which 
will  not  conflict  in  time  with 
those  classes  already 
scheduled.  All  “ideal”  classes 
requested  take  precedence 
over  all  “alternate”  classes 
requested  by  section  search, 
continued  Harward. 

Students  should  complete 
the  Alternate  Class  section 
noting,  for  example,  that 
“Alternate  3”  will  only  be 
used  in  place  of  “Ideal  3”  in 
the  event  of  a  time  conflict, 
noted  Harward. 

If  the  schedule  is  still 
incomplete  after  all  “ideal” 


and  “alternate”  requests  have 
been  attempted,  the  computer 
will  draw  classes  from  the 
Class  Reservoir  section,  said 
Harward.  Students  should  list 
classes  in  order  of  importance 
to  their  schedule  for  the 
semester. 

“A  complete  list  of 
instructions  will  be  available 
from  the  CAC,”  said  Peterson. 
The  CAC  will  also  provide  any 
assistance  to  the  students  in 
helping  fill  out  their  forms, 
primarily  through  the  use  of 
seminars  and  by  appointment 
on  an  individual  basis. 

Peterson  explained  that 
students  should  check  the 
Winter  ’74  Class  Schedule  to 
see  if  special  approval  or 
pre-requisites  are  necessary  to 


take  a  particular  class.  “If  the 
student  is  enrolled  in  a  class 
for  which  he  has  not  had 
special  approval,”  continued 
Peterson,  “he  will  be 
‘administratively’  dropped 
from  the  class.” 

“  ‘Variable  credit’  is 
indicated  by  a  ‘v’  in  the  class 
schedule,”  said  Peterson. 
Students  should  check  with 
their  CAC  to  decide  how  much 
credit  will  be  given  for  the 
class  desired.  The  computer 
will  not  process  classes  with  a 
“v”  marked  in  the  credit  area 
on  the  form,  noted  Peterson. 

Although  the  new  process  is 
just  one  improved  step  over 
past  procedures,  it  will  not 
free  students  from  having  to 
go  to  registration  in  January, 
noted  Peterson.

Goldwater  denies  report 
of  'startling'  development 


LOGAN,  Utah  (AP)  -  Sen. 
Barry  Goldwater,  R-Ariz., 
denied  Monday  a  report  that 
he  and  columnist  William  F. 
Buckley  said  they  expect  a 
startling  Watergate 
development  in  the  next  few 
days. 

Goldwater  and  Buckley  were 
quoted  in  weekend  news 
reports  as  telling  a  television 
news  crew  that  found  them 
having  coffee  together  in  the 
Wichita,  Kan.,  airport  that 
they  expected  the 
development  would  come 
from  U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
John  J.  Sirica’s  investigation 
into  the  missing  White  House 
tapes. 


Goldwater  said  Monday  that 
President  Nixon  should  not 
resign. 

“The  time  hasn’t  come  for 
him  to  resign.  Nothing  that  has 
gone  on  so  far  makes  me  think 
that  he  should,”  Goldwater 
told  an  audience  at  Utah  State 
University. 

During  his  speech  in  Logan, 
Goldwater  said  someone  had 
asked  him  about  the  statement 
he  was  supposed  to  have  made 
in  Wichita  that  there  would  be 
a  surprise  in  the  next  few  days. 

Goldwater  gave  this 
account: 

“A  man  came  up  from  a 
local  network.  He  said  he  had 
a  camera  outside  and  asked  if 


he  could  ask  some  questions.  I 
said  no,  I  am  on  vacation  and 
had  nothing  to  say.  Buckley 
said  the  same  thing. 

“That  was  it.  I  pick  up  the 
paper  and  see  we  made  this 
statement.  We  didn’t  even  give 
him  the  time  of  day.  That  was 
a  complete  lie,  that  report.” 

Goldwater  also  indicated  in 
the  speech  he  thought  it  was 
unfortunate  Nixon  refused  for 
a  time  to  allow  the  Watergate 
tapes  to  be  heard. 

“The  most  unfortunate 
thing  that  has  taken  place 
relative  to  Nixon  was  his 
refusal  to  allow  the  tapes  to  be 
heard,”  the  senator  said. 


City  may  post  streets

City  streets  around  BYU  campus  will 
be  posted  to  reduce  parking  in  residential 
areas,  unless  the  university  will  help  solve 
the  problem,  said  Frank  Turner,  Provo 
City  Traffic  Engineer. 

It  has  not  been  decided  if  they  will  be 
posted  for  two-hour  parking  or  as 
restricted  parking,  he  said. 

Complaints  by  residents  about 
congested  streets,  and  blocked  driveways 
in  residential  areas  surrounding  campus 
have  moved  the  city  to  appoint  a  citizens 
committee  to  suggest  solutions  and  work 
with  the  university  to  eliminate  the 
problem. 

The  committee  will  meet  with  Pres. 
Dallin  Oaks  and  Executive  Vice-President 
Ben  E.  Lewis  to  discuss  the  problem  and 
propose  their  solutions. 

“I  feel  the  school  has  created  the 
problem  and  that  the  school  should  take 
steps  to  correct  it,”  said  Ted  Bandly, 
chairman  of  the  citizens  committee.  BYU 
parking  lots  are  not  full,  but  the 


residential  areas  are  beyond  density 
capacity,  he  added. 

“We  don’t  want  to  hurt  the  students, 
but  we  have  to  improve  the  situation,” 
said  Luke  Clegg,  former  City 
Commissioner  and  member  of  the  citizens 
committee. 

On  Briar  Avenue,  two  rows  of  parking 
make  the  street  too  narrow  for  two  lanes 
of  traffic,  he  said,  and  cars  do  not  reduce 
their  speed,  making  it  unsafe  for  children 
running  from  between  parked  cars. 

Cars  are  bumper-to-bumper  and  they 
block  visibility.  There  have  been  several 
accidents  from  residents  backing  into  the 
street  and  not  being  able  to  see,  he  said. 

“Some  are  neglectful  and  park  halfway 
in  a  resident’s  driveway,”  he  added, 
making  it  dangerous  for  residents  to  try 
to  get  in  and  out  of  their  driveways. 

Students  do  not  use  the  Wasatch 
School  parking  lot,  he  said  but  congest 
residential  streets  instead. 

“The  city  has  to  consider  restricted 
parking  for  a  solution,”  said  City 
Engineer  Turner.  “This  also  restricts  the 
residents  in  the  area.” 


“When  we  first  analyzed  the  problem, 
we  thought  it  was  the  school’s  problem, 
and  the  school  took  the  attitude  that 
they  can’t  force  students  to  park  in  the 
parking  lots,”  he  said  “so  the  city  must 
act.” 

Students  pass  parking  lots  on  their  way 
to  campus  from  cars  parked  in  residential 
areas,  he  said,  so  it  is  not  a  problem  of 
distance,  but  one  of  economics. 

“We  are  hoping  that  the  university 
could  eliminate  or  lower  parking  fees  so 
that  more  students  could  park  on  campus 
lots,”  he  said. 

Posting  the  area  creates  problems  for 
the  city,  the  residents  and  students.  “The 
city  must  place  patrolmen  in  the  area  to 
enforce  the  restricted  zone,  he  said,  and 
the  restrictions  will  apply  equally  to  the 
residents  of  the  area.” 

One  problem  with  restricting  on 
parking  on  a  street  is  the  parking  will 
move  to  the  next  block,  he  said.  “Some 
solution  must  be  found  for  getting  cars 
off  narrow,  crowded  streets.” 

“The  residents  did  not  create  the 
problem,”  Bandly  said.

President  Tanner  says

Members  of  the  Church  should  realize  how 
fortunate  they  are  to  have  the  knowledge  of 
being  spirit  children  of  God  and  of  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ,  President  N.  Eldon 
Tanner,  first  counselor  in  the  First  Presidency, 
told  the  10-Stake  Fireside  Sunday  night. 

After  individuals  have  gained  this  knowledge, 
they  have  “an  individual  responsibility  to  live 
up  to  what  they  have  learned,”  President 
Tanner  said. 

BYU  students  are  also  fortunate  to  hear 
frequently  from  the  General  Authorities  and 
secular  leaders,  he  said. 

“For  42  years  I  have  worked  in  education, 
government,  and  industry,  but  the  call  to  be  a 
General  Authority  is  by  far  the  greatest,  most 
important  call  that  could  come  to  anyone, 
especially  me,”  President  Tanner  said. 

President  Tanner  has  served  under  three 
prophets  in  the  First  Presidency  and  he 
compared  the  messages  they  wanted  him  to 
send  to  people.  President  David  O.  McKay 
wanted  him  to  remind  the  people  of  who  they 
were  and  their  responsibility  to  that  calling. 
President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  wished  all  to 
know  that  “we  are  in  the  evening  of  time.  We 
must  prepare  for  the  second  coming  of  Christ.” 

President  Harold  B.  Lee  now  reminds  us  to 


keep  the  commandments.  President  Tanner  said 
that  these  three  messages  should  be  combined. 

“We  are  spirit  children  of  God  listening  to  a 
prophet  of  God,”  he  said. 

President  Tanner  also  spoke  on  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  Church. 

It  is  because  of  the  growth  of  the  Church  that 
area  conferences  such  as  were  held  in  England, 
Mexico  and  Munich  have  been  established,  he 
said. 

Area  conferences  are  held  so  members  can  be 
instructed  by  the  President  of  the  Church  and 
see  and  feel  his  influence,  President  Tanner  said. 

People  from  eight  countries  were  represented 
at  the  Munich  conference,  and  all  were  able  to 
listen  to  President  Harold  B.  Lee  in  their  own 
language,  President  Tanner  said. 

In  a  press  conference  in  Munich,  President 
Tanner  was  asked  what  he  thought  of  the 
attempt  to  unite  all  the  churches  into  one.  “We 
should  follow  Christ’s  teaching  and  not  change 
them  or  compromise  them,”  he  said. 

President  Tanner  also  told  a  newsman  in  that 
press  conference  that  the  Church  would  “join 
with  anybody,  anything,  anyplace  to  work 
towards  peace.” 

President  Tanner  challenged  the  audience  to 
remember  “tonight,  tomorrow  and  the  next 
day,  and  forever  to  recognize  the  sacrifice  of 
Jesus  and  live  worthy  of  that  sacrifice.”

African  lecture  scheduled 


Political  suicide  feared

If 
t  o 


the  willingness  of  people 
accept  individual 
responsibility  doesn’t  increase, 
the  United  States  will  not 
achieve  its  goals  and  it  may 
lose  what  it  has,  George 
Romney,  former  secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban 
Development,  said  Friday 
night  in  a  meeting  of  the 
National  Advisory  Council  for 
the  College  of  Business. 

“The  economic  system  of 
this  nation  is  the  most 
productive  in  the  history  of 
the  world,  and  yet  “the  very 
foundation  is  being  eroded 
before  our  eyes,”  Romney 
said. 

“Unfortunately  we  are  not 
witnessing  the  strengthening  of 
religious  and  moral  fibers,  but 
just  the  opposite.  We  are  all 
sail  and  no  anchor.” 

“In  my  opinion,”  he  said, 
“we  are  in  the  process  of 
committing  political  suicide 
because  we  haven’t  produced 
enlightened  people.” 

Romney  blamed  the 
educational  institutions  in 
their  failure  to  teach  the 
“fundamentals  undergirding 
the  foundation  of  our 
society-faith  in  a  creator,  in 


government  and  in  the 
individual.”  He  said  teachers 
are  abdicating  their 
responsibility  to  teach  the 
religious  background  of  the 
nation. 

Leaders  are  still  dependent 
on  events  to  make  the  public 
understand  what  must  be  done 
to  correct  the  problems.  He 
said  the  practice  is  dangerous 
in  a  fast  moving  world. 

As  an  example  Romney 
cited  his  experience  in  the 
White  House  cabinet.  “I  know 
the  reason  why  nothing  was 
done  about  inflation  was  not 
that  the  problem  was  not 
understood  by  those  who 
needed  to  make  decisions,”  he 
said,  speaking  of  when  he  first 
entered  the  cabinet,  “but 
because  public  understanding 
did  not  exist.” 

Romney  said  we  expect  too 
much  from  the  political 
process;  “We  expect  it  to 
enlighten  us  on  vital  issues.” 
He  said  politicians  cannot  do 
that  and  still  fulfill  their 
primary  purpose,  to  stay  in 
office  and  carry  out  their 
policies. 

There  are  vital  problems  that 
affect  the  future  of  this 
nation,  Romney  said,  but  no 
one  understands  them.  Public 
understanding  of  critical  issues 


is  necessary  so  politicians  can 
stay  within  the  bounds  of  the 
important  issues.  He  said  in 
the  past  three  presidential 
elections,  the  real  issues  were 
never  discussed  because  of 
public  ignorance.  “You  cannot 
be  right  too  soon  and  still  get 
elected,”  Romney  quoted. 

“I  am  convinced,  speaking 
generally,  the  media  as  a  group 
is  just  as  concerned  about  the 
future  of  this  nation  as  the 
leaders  are,”  Romney  said.  He 
encouraged  leaders  to  get 
together  and  use  the  media  to 
educate  the  people. 

The  speech  was  made  before 
an  audience  of  50  top  business 
executives  and  their  wives 
from  across  the  nation  who 
primarily  form  the  advisory 
council.

He  has  published  articles  dealing  with  marketing 
systems  in  tribal  Africa,  particularly  adjustments  between  Nigeria 
and  Niger  and  the  general  culture  of  the  people. 

Although  Dr.  Thom  is  being  sponsored  in  his  BYU  visit  by  the 
Geography  Department,  the  lecture  is  open  to  all  students. 


Speaking  in  the  JSB 
Auditorium  will  be  Victor  L. 
Ludlow,  assistant  professor  of 
ancient  studies  at  BYU.  A 
Danforth  fellowship  recipient, 
Ludlow  graduated  from  BYU 
in  history  and  Hebrew.  He  also 
did  graduate  work  in  Jewish 
history  at  Brandeis  University.

Ludlow  explained  that  since 
half  of  the  world’s  Jews  live  in 
the  United  States,  American 
J  ews  have  given  substantial 
support  to  Israel,  financial  as 
well  as  moral.  He  will  compare 
their  role  to  the  role  of 
American  Mormons  since  1830 
in  building  the  state  of  Israel. 


The  bodies  of  BYU  graduate  student  Marta  Lopez,  her  sister, 
Silvia  Lopez,  and  Elizabeth  Wagner,  a  former  BYU  student  will  be 
shipped  back  to  Santiago,  Chile  where  they  formerly  lived. 

Arrangements  for  transporting  the  bodies  to  Chile  are  being 
handled  by  the  Byron  Dastrup  family  with  which  Miss  Wagner 
resided.  Shipping  costs  are  expected  to  be  over  $1,000  and  will  be 
covered  by  insurance  companies  of  BYU  and  Utah  Technical 
College,  according  to  family  members. 

The  family  service  and  burial  will  be  held  after  their  arrival  in 
Chile. 

The  three  girls  were  killed  Saturday  evening  in  a  head-on  crash 
1 5  miles  south  of  Beaver.

The  younger  generation  of 
Indians  is  perpetuating  the  art 
and  craft  skills  of  their  people 
in  today’s  period  of  transition, 
according  to  the  majority  of 
BYU  Indian  students. 

The  Indian  way  seemed  to 
be  dying  a  few  years  ago  when 
Indian  young  people  lost 
interest  in  the  disciplines  of 
rug-weaving,  bead-making, 
basket-weaving,  Kachina 
doll-making  and 
silver-smithing,  Indian  students 
say. 

But  after  the  rebirth  of 
Indian  pride  through  various 
Indian  movements  across  the 
country  in  recent  years,  the 
idea  of  being  Indian  becomes  a 
reality  again  for  the  young 
people,  thus  bringing  about 
the  need  to  know  and  preserve 
their  culture. 

Some  Indian  students  say 
the  greatest  cause  for 
awakening  the  Indian  to  take 
pride  in  his  native  arts  within 
the  last  decade  has  been  the 
“hippie”  movement. 


The  hippie  movement 
brought  back  the  jewelry  of 
the  Indian  and  made  it  an  “in” 
thing  throughout  the  country. 
Although  much  of  what  they 
were  wearing  was  cheap 
imitation  jewelry  from 
markets  other  than  the 
Indians,  the  exposure  brought 
new  light  to  the  Indian  youth. 

Suddenly  the  Indian  realized 
he  was  the  one  to  be  wearing 
beaded  necklaces  and  braided 
jewelry.  The  idea  caught  on 
and  the  arts  and  crafts  came 
back  to  life. 

All  have  some 

Today,  almost  every  young 
Indian  has  some  type  of 
jewelry  or  work  of  art  to 
display  his  knowledge  of  his 
people’s  culture. 

“A  lot  of  kids  don’t  know 
what  being  an  Indian  is,  so  by 
wearing  something  of  Indian 
descent,  they  identify 
themselves  as  Indians,”  said 
Anita  Toledo,  a  sophomore 
from  Cuba,  New  Mex. 

It’s  a  feeling  among  most 
students  the  traditional  way  of 
making  arts  and  crafts  will 
never  die,  no  matter  how 


much  pressure  is  put  on  young 
Indians  to  abandon  them. 

“The  old  people  still  make 
arts  and  crafts  and  they  are 
teaching  the  young,”  said  Lula 
Woody,  a  sophomore  from 
Shiprock,  N.M. 

Even  though  the  old  way  of 
making  arts  and  crafts  isn’t  as 
strong  as  it  used  to  be,  the 
young  people  are  trying  to 
learn.  Most  students  said  they 
can’t  make  their  own 
traditional  outfits  and  have  to 
have  someone  do  it  for  them. 

Few  think  culture  dying 

There  were  a  few  who 
thought  the  culture  was  dying 
out.  Shirley  Cloud,  a  junior 
from  Cortez,  Colo.,  said  arts 
and  crafts  were  dying  although 
interest  seems  to  be  growing  in 
schools  on  the  reservations. 

Bobby  Lane,  a  sophomore 
from  Page,  Ariz.  agreed.  “I 
think  it’s  going  to  die  out, 
although  schools  are  teaching 
them.” 

How  long  interest  will  last  is 
questionable,  but  with  the 
sales  of  Indian  arts  at  a  peak, 
the  future  looks  very  bright, 
most  students  say.

to  $360,000.  He  says  he  sees 
the  control  of  this  growth  as 
the  number  one  challenge 
facing  the  city  over  the  next 
four  years,  and  the  mayor  has 
a  suggestion  for  meeting  this 
challenge;  “This  can  be  done 
to  a  great  degree  through  our 
effective  planning  commission 
and  the  full-time  planner  that 
we  now  have  available  to  the 
community.” 

A  former  president  of  the 
Orem  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Mayor  Crawford  says  two 
businesses  Orem  needs  more  of 
are  automobile  dealers  and 
motels. 

The  incumbent  mayor  says 
he  hopes  to  see  the  removal  of 
a  current  90  cent  water  and 
sewer  charge  in  Orem  within 
the  next  four  years.  He  said 
this  could  be  done  as  soon  as 
water  and  sewer  demands  are 
met  from  the  one-half  cent 
sales  tax,  or  from  federal 
moneys,  for  which  the  city  has 
already  submitted 
applications. 

Crawford  also  said  he  hopes 
to  see  an  addition  to  the  water 
treatment  plant  in  Orem. 
“When  it  was  built,  the  water 
treatment  plant  was  built  with 
the  capacity  for  approximately 
50,000  people.  We  have 
approximately  33,000  people 
now,  so  we  have  room  to 
grow,  but  we  realize  that 
within  a  very  short  time  we 
have  to  add  onto  the  plant.” 

The  mayor  says  the  project 
extending  Center  street  in 
Orem  between  800  East  and 
University  Ave.  will  provide  a 
badly  needed  increase  in 
traffic  for  the  city.  He  said 
Orem  needs  a  stepped-up 
traffic  flow  running  both  east 
and  west,  as  well  as  north  and 
south  through  the  city. 

Facing  former  mayor  James 
Mangum,  Crawford  hopes  he 
can  live  up  to  his  nickname 
“Win”  in  this  year’s  city 
elections.

That  philosophy,  according 
to  Mangum,  is  a  personal 
approach  to  government  that 
he  says  will  tap  the  pulse  of 
the  total  cross  section  of  Orem 
residents. 

Mangum  says  he  needs  more 
facts  before  he  decides  to 
support  or  oppose  the  planned 
Center  Street  extension  which 
is  being  promoted  by  the 
current  city  administration. 
Sacrifices  by  some  individuals 
must  be  made,  according  to 
Mangum,  in  favor  of  progress 
for  the  community  as  a  whole. 

The  last  several  years  that 
have  brought  unprecendented 
business  growth  to  Orem, 
Mangum  says,  have  also 
resulted  in  problems. 

He  says  people  are 
concerned  that  businesses  are 
coming  in  to  what  once  was 
quiet  residential 
neighborhoods.  This 
necessitates  considerable 
planning,  Mangum  says,  and 
not  just  involving  the  city 
council  and  businessmen.  He 
says  residents  in  the  area 
where  businesses  want  to 
locate  should  be  involved  with 
the  business’s  development 
program . 

And  Mangum  says  the  city  is 
faced  with  an  immediate  need 
for  a  sewage  treatment  plant; 
“I  think  we  must  be 
immediately  faced  with  either 
an  addition  to,  or  an 
additional  sewage  disposal 
plant. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Donald  H.  Segretti,  a  political 
saboteur  financed  with  Nixon 
campaign  funds,  was  sentenced 
Monday  to  serve  six  months  in 
a  minimum  security  institution 
for  violating  federal  laws  in  the 
1972  presidential  campaign. 

Segretti,  who  has  testified  he 
was  recruited  for  his  work  by 
former  presidential  aide 
Dwight  L.  Chapin,  had  pleaded 
guilty  on  Oct.  1  to  three 
federal  misdemeanor  counts 
arising  from  his  activities  in 
last  year’s  Florida  Democratic 
presidential  primary. 

He  was  given  a  week  to  get 
his  affairs  in  order  before 
starting  to  serve  his  sentence. 

U.S.  District  Court  Judge 
Gerhard  A.  Gesell  sentenced 
Segretti  to  serve  three  years 
consecutively  but  suspended 
the  sentence  on  the  condition 
that  the  32-year-old  California 
lawyer  spend  six  months  in  a 
minimum  security  prison. 

The  judge  called  it  a  split 
sentence  on  the  three 
misdemeanor  counts.  Both  the 
government  and  Segretti’s 
lawyer  had  asked 
postponement  of  sentencing, 
but  the  judge  said  he  would 
not  do  that. 

“I  really  regret  I  got 
involved  in  this,”  said  Segretti. 

He  was  charged  with 
conspiracy  and  distributing 
campaign  literature  which  did 
not  identify  the  organization 
or  the  individual  responsible 
for  it.  The  indictment  was 
handed  down  in  Tampa,  Fla.

Animal  cruelty  alleged 


CEDAR  CITY,  Utah  (AP) 
The  Southwest  Utah  Humane 
Society  has  charged  that  Cedar 
City  officials  are  violating  the 
state  Animal  Cruelty  Code  by 
not  providing  proper  shelter 
for  lost,  stray  or  unwanted 
pets. 

The  society  has  sent  a  letter 
to  each  household  in  Cedar 
City  calling  on  citizens  to 
exercise  their  “moral 
responsibility  to  demand  that 
Cedar  City  make  changes”  in 
its  animal  control  procedures 
and  facilities. 

The  letter  includes  pictures 
of  a  small  broken-down 
wooden  box  trailer 
purportedly  standing  in  the 
city  dump.  The  Humane 


Society  alleges  the  box  is  the 
city’s  only  animal  shelter. 

Harold  Bradley,  a  police 
officer  who  is  in  charge  of 
animal  control,  was  not 
available  for  his  explanation 
today,  and  Police  Chief 
Douglas  Bolton  would  say 
only,  “I  have  absolutely  no 
comment.” 

The  letter  to  citizens  asked, 
“Are  you  aware  of  the 
atrocities  being  committed  by 
your  public  officials  in  the 
name  of  animal  control?” 

“Nowhere  in  the  state  of 
Utah  does  any  other 
community  even  half  the  size 
of  Cedar  City  dare  to  treat  its 
lost,  stray  or  unwanted  pets  as 
Cedar  City  does,”  the  letter 
contended. 


“Beginning  with  its  illegal 
and  unconstitutional 
ordinance  to  the  inhumane 
confinement  and  barbaric 
destruction  of  animals,  Cedar 
City  is  without  question  one 
of  the  cruelest  places  in  the 
state  with  respect  to  its 
control  methods,”  the 
Humane  Society  said. 

It  charged  the  city  with 
violation  of  state  animal 
cruelty  laws  requiring 
adequate  shelter  for  lost,  stray 
or  unwanted  animals. 

“Your  city  denies  its  citizens 
their  constitutional  rights  with 
respect  to  due  process  and 
private  property  every  time 
they  kill  an  animal  without 
giving  the  owner  the 
opportunity  to  claim  it,”  the 
letter  said.

FLAGSTAFF,  Ariz.  —  After  battling  high  winds  and 
below-freezing  temperatures  for  three  days,  firefighters  have 
contained  a  blaze  that  charred  7,650  acres  of  Ponderosa  pines  in 
the  Coconino  National  Forest. 

The  U.S.  Forest  Service  said  on  Sunday  that  400  men  from 
Arizona,  California,  Idaho  and  New  Mexico  would  man  the  fire 
lines  throughout  the  night  and  another  300  men  were  to  be  added 
to  the  force  Monday,  when  the  blaze  is  expected  to  be  controlled. 

Mariner  10  flashes  pictures 

PASADENA,  Calif.  -  Mariner  10  was  flashing  pictures  to  earth 
Monday  despite  a  problem  with  a  heating  system  for  its  cameras, 
said  flight  controllers  at  the  Jet  Propulsion  Laboratory  here. 

“We  still  can’t  turn  on  the  heating  devices  for  the  cameras;  but 
even  though  they’re  running  cold,  they  are  working  within  the 
design  limits,”  a  spokesman  said  Sunday.  The  devices  are  used  to 
stabilize  heat  differences  between  the  cameras  and  the  rest  of  the 
spacecraft. 

Court  refuses  to  hear  plea 

WASHINGTON  —  The  Supreme  Court  Monday  refused  to  hear 
a  plea  from  advocates  of  women’s  rights  who  want  “men  only” 
policies  outlawed  in  public  accomodations  such  as  restaurants, 
grills  and  the  like. 

The  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  urged  the  high  court  to 
overturn  a  decision  by  the  U.S.  Circuit  Court  in  New  Orleans. 

Rain  thwarts  balloon  trip

hot-air  balloon  airborne  again  Monday  in  his  flight  across  the 
country  was  thwarted  by  rain  and  a  low  cloud  cover. 

A  spokesman  for  the  publishers  of  Forbes,  a  national  business 
and  financial  magazine,  said  the  balloonist  will  try  to  continue  his 
flight  Tuesday. 

He  said  Forbes  is  awaiting  easterly  winds  that  hopefully  will 
whisk  his  balloon  to  either  Norfolk,  Va.,  Ocean  City,  Md.,  or 
Cape  May,  N.J.  all  of  which  are  about  150  miles  from  his  present 
location  in  a  field  near  this  northern  Virginia  community.

MacPhail  was  one  of  the 
pioneering  advocates  of  night 
baseball. 

Kuhn  said  night  games  in  the 
World  Series  apparently  are 
here  to  stay. 

“Surveys  show  that  in  the 
recent  World  Series  we  reached 
20  million  homes  on  the 
average,”  he  added,  and  150 
million  persons  by  television 
and  radio.  The  ratings  were  up 
to  new  levels.” 

As  a  comparison,  the 
commissioner  said,  the  fifth 
game  of  the  1973  series, 
pla’yed  at  night,  went  into 
seven  million  more  homes  and 
was  viewed  by  15  to  20  more 
million  people  than  the  fifth 
game  in  1972,  played  in  the 
afternoon. 

“We  are  now  involved  in 
some  of  the  most  sophisticated 
research  we  have  ever 
undertaken,”  Kuhn  said.

DENVER  (AP)  -  Ron 
Rydalch  specializes  in  goal-line 
stands  and  his  talent  came  in 
handy  Saturday  in  Utah’s 
36-31  upset  of  previously 
unbeaten  Arizona  State. 

In  the  fourth  quarter,  after  a 
lengthy  debate  over  how  many 
downs  ASU  had  run  the  ball, 
the  Ute  defense  held  the 
nation’s  top  offensive  club 
inside  Utah’s  seven-yard  line 
for  what  would  have  been  the 
go-ahead  score. 

During  that  Sun  Devil  surge, 
Rydalch,  a  6-4,  260-pound 
tackle,  made  the  stop  on  ASU 
fullback  Ben  Malone  after  a 
two-yard  gain.  On  third  down 
Rydalch  sacked  quarterback 
Danny  White  for  a  two-yard 
loss.  And  on  fourth  down,  he 


put  heavy  pressure  on  White, 
who  threw  incomplete. 

The  defensive  stand  ignited 
the  Redskin  offense,  which 
marched  95  yards  back  down 
the  field  for  a  touchdown  to 
preserve  the  victory. 

Rydalch’s  play  earned  him 
Western  Athletic  Conference 
Defensive  Player  of  the  Week 
honors.  It  was  his  second  such 
award,  having  led  the  Ute 
defense  in  a  goalline  stand 
against  Oregon  earlier  this 
season. 

“After  the  argument  over 
the  downs,  there  was  no  way 
ASU  was  -going  to  score,” 
Rydalch  said.  He  made  the 
same  comment  to  his 
teammates  before  they 
resumed,  and  they  have  a  habit 


of  listening.  “That  series  was 
the  most  we’ve  been  together 
as  a  unit  this  season.  ASU 
could  have  run  10  plays  at  us 
and  not  scored.” 

Rydalch  finished  with  three 
quarterback  sacks,  six 
unassisted  and  10  assisted 
tackles  to  grade  91  per  cent 
for  the  day.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Developers  of  a  planned  $6 
million  sports  mall  in  Salt 
Lake  County  say  they  will 
begin  construction  in  January.

“We’re  living  in  a  time  of  great 
crisis.  The  country  is  torn  with 
scandal  and  with  criticism, 
with  fault-finding  and 
condemnation,  and  there  are 
those  who  have  downgraded 
the  image  of  this  nation 
probably  as  never  before  in  the 
history  of  the  country.” 

Tearing  down  nation 

He  said  that  it  was  an  easy 
thing  for  many  people  “to 
clamber  onto  the  bandwagon, 
little  realizing  that  when  they 
do  they’re  not  just  tearing 
down  a  man,  they’re  tearing 
down  a  nation. 

‘  ‘They’re  striking  at  the

underpinnings  of  one  of  the 
greatest  of  all  the  nations  of  all 
the  world  ...  a  nation  that 
was  founded  upon  an  inspired 
declaration  we  call  the 
Constitution  of  the  United 
States  whom  the  Lord  said  was 
written  by  men  whom  He 
raised  up  for  that  very 
purpose.” 

“This  is  a  great  nation,  it  is  a 
great  country.  This  is  the  most 
favored  of  all  lands.  While  it  is 
true  there  are  dangers  and 
difficulties  that  lie  ahead  of  us, 
we  must  not  assume  that  we 
are  going  to  lie  down  and 
watch  the  country  go  to  ruin. 

Provide  support 

“We  should  not  be  heard  to 
predict  ills  and  calamities  for 
the  nation.  On  the  contrary, 
we  should  be  providing 
optimistic  support  of  the 
nation. 

“You  must  remember  that 
this  church  is  one  of  the  most 
powerful  agencies  for  progress 
in  the  world,  and  we  must  all 
sound  with  one  voice.  We  must 
tell  the  world  how  we  feel 
about  this  land  and  this 
nation,  and  should  bear  our 
testimonies  about  the  great 
mission  and  destiny  that  it  has. 

“If  we  do  this  we  will  help 
turn  the  tide  of  this  country. 
We  must  be  careful  that  we  do 
not  say  or  do  anything  that 
will  further  weaken  the 
country. 

“There’s  no  agency  that  has 
as  powerful  a  voice  as  the 
church  and  kingdom  of  God 
and  the  holy  priesthood  that 
speaks  to  the  world. 

Preach  gospel 

“We  who  carry  these  sacred 
responsibilities  must  preach 
the  gospel  of  peace,  and  peace 
can  only  come  by  overcoming 
the  things  of  the  world.  We 
must  be  the  dynamic  force 
that  will  help  turn  the  tide  of 
fear  and  pessimism,”  President 
Lee  related. 

He  asked  the  homecoming 
audience  not  to  find  fault, 
downgrade  or  speak 
pessimistic  comments  about 
the  nation  that  do  as  much 
harm  as  anything. 

“We  should  not  be  so 
concerned  about  finding  out 
what’s  wrong  with  America, 
but  we  should  be  finding  out 
what’s  right  about  America,” 
he  emphasized. 

Faith  in  America 

The  church  leader  said,  “We 
are  living  in  a  day  when  we 
must  pay  heed  to  these 
matters.  I  have  faith  in 
America.  You  and  I  must  have 
iailh  in  America  if  we 
understand  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.” 

Speaking  on  affluence  and 
ease  of  living,  President  Lee 
talked  about  when  he  was  first 
called  to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  in  1941. 

“As  we  went  out  to  stake 
conferences,  we  were 
presented  a  chart  that  showed 
the  progress  of  each  stake  in 
seven  different  categories— the

Records  improve  in  crises 

“As  we  looked  at  that  over 
the  25-year  period,  some  less 
than  that,  there  were  high 
peaks  and  low  peaks.  When  I’d 
say,  ‘My  that  was  a  wonderful 
record  you  made,  what 
happened  in  1934?’ 

“  ‘Why,  that  was  the  year  of 
the  great  drought,’  was  the 
reply.  ‘What  happened  in 
1917,  that  you  were  making 
such  a  record?’  ‘Well,  that  was 
the  time  that  our  boys  were 
going  to  war.’ 

“The  First  World  War  was 
on,  -and  everybody  went  to 
sacrament  meeting.  All  the 
priesthood  did  ward  teaching, 
as  we  called  it  then;  everybody 
paid  their  tithing. 

“But  when  it  was  all  over, 
oh,  the  old  story  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon  began  to  repeat 
itself  and  they  forgot  what  the 
Lord  had  said  in  warning 
about  what  would  happen 
when  people  became  too 
complacent,”  President  Lee 
said. 

He  then  quoted  from  the 
Book  of  Helaman  that  when 
people  prosper  they  tend  to 
“harden  their  hearts  and  forget 
the  Lord  their  God  and 
trample  under  their  feet  the 
Holy  One,”  and  “except  the 
Lord  doth  chasten  his  people 


Turned  aside  from  God 

“Never  was  there  such 
prosperity  in  this  country  and 
we’ve  been  forgetting  God, 
and  we’ve  turned  aside  from 
those  things,  and  we’re  paying 
a  terrible  price. 

“It’s  the  test  that  if  we 
survive  this,  maybe  it  will  take 
some  of  the  punishments  that 
this  prophet  (Helaman)  said 
would  be  necessary  to  bring  us 
back  to  our  knees  and  seek  for 
the  Lord  to  guide  us.” 

Early  life 

President  Lee  talked  a  little 
about  his  early  home  life,  and 
the  economic  conditions 
therein.  Even  though  there 
wasn’t  much  money,  “there 
came  trainings  and 
compensations  that  never 
could  have  come  if  we  had 
been  living  in  the  lap  of 
.  luxury.”  he  said. 

President  Lee  recounted 
some  of  the  trials  and 
tribulations  he  had  to  face 
during  his  life.  “I’ve  been 
polished,  yes,”  he  said,  “and 
now  I  can  see  meaning  in  it.  1 
thank  the  Lord,  and  I 
understand  more  what  the 
Apostle  Paul  meant  when  he 
said  of  the  Master: 

“Though  he  were  the  Son, 
yet  learn  he  obedience  by  the 


things  which  he  suffered  and 
thus  being  made  perfect,  he 
became  the  author  of  salvation 
to  all  who  would  believe  on 
him.’  ” 

As  President  Lee  concluded 
his  devotional  address,  he  left 
a  blessing.  “You  have  brought 
with  you  a  tremendous  spirit 
and  I  feel  it,”  he  said  to  the 
audience.  He  then  asked, 
“Heavenly  Father,  bless  these 
people,  take  care  of  them, 
shepherd  them  into  the  folds 
of  thine  great  love  and  leave 
these  families  not  alone.  Bless 
this  institution,  care  for  its 
leaders,  its  teachers,  the 
parents;  watch  these  little 
children  and  shepherd  them 
from  the  pitfalls  of  evil.”

Supreme  Court 
appellate  court

The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court 
acts  as  an  appellate  court  and 
has  jurisdiction  over  the  four 
lower  BYU  courts.  It  also  tries 
cases  not  handled  by  these 
lower  courts,  according  to  S. 
Derrin  Watson,  attorney 
general. 

The  lower  courts  are:  1) 
Traffic  court,  2)  Organizations 
hearing  Board  (tries  cases 
against  clubs,)  3)  Elections 


Committee  (handles  election 
violations),  and  4)  Budget 
Committee  (handles 
misallocation  of  funds  or 
misuse  of  ASBYU  financial 
procedures). 

The  five  student  members  of 
the  Supreme  Court  were 
appointed  by  the  ASBYU 
president  and  subjected  to  the 
approval  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

Watson  said  most  appeals  to 
the  Supreme  Court  were  for 
traffic  violations. 


He  went  on  to  explain  how 
to  appeal  a  traffic  ticket,  or 
any  other  case.  The  student 
must  appeal  it  to  -the  original 
court-i.e.,  in  the  traffic  ticket 
case  it  must  first  go  to  the 
traffic  court.
